Hi23,  is  given  in  this  article  by  Mr.  Waters,  as  a!-o 
that  of  the  widow,  .Martha  Rainliorowe,  wiio  afterwards  resided  io  the  parish  of  St. 
Bridaefs,  London,  where  rlie  died  in  ltl3I.

WiLi.i.-vM^  R.MXKOKOW  (eldest  Son  of  Tliouias' ) ,  bapt.  at  "Whitechapel.  11  June, 
15h7.  In  Nov.  ir.2.5.  we  find  him  a  part  owner  and  in  command  of  the  Sampson  of 
London,  500  tons,  built  at  Liuudiouse,  and  now  granted  the  priviieiie  of  carrying 
great  guns,  liis  name  occurs  fieijnently  in  the  Gal.  Doni.  State  Pajiers.  Secretary 
Loid  Kdward  Gonway  writes  him,  20  March,  1626,  relative  to  taking  al)oard  tlie 
trunks,  i-tc.  of  Sir  Thomas  F'hillips,  And)a.^sador  for  Gonstantiuople.  Letters  of 
Marque  were  granted  21  Oct.  1027,  and  finally,  when  the  reconstruction  of  the  navy 
was  paramount  with  King  Gharles,  tiie  merchantnmn  Sampson,  well  fortified  witti 
iron  oninance,  was  one  of  tlie  \e.<sels  presented,  in  Dec.  1634,  by  tiie  Gity  ol  Lon- 
don, lor  ills  Maje~ty"s  service.  William  Raynisborowe,  as  one  of  the  inh-abitants  iu 
the  vicinity  of  the  lower,  complained,  in  the  summer  of  1627,  ol  the  nuisance  of  an 
alum-factory  erected  at  the  west  end  of  NVapping.  Five  yea.rs  later  we  find  hi3 
knovvledue  and  experience  of  maritime  nuittcrs  duly  recignized  by  the  Lords  of  tho 
Admiralty,  who  in  their  order  of  21  Ajtril,  1(!32,  appoint  Gapt.  Rainsborough  one 
of  the  gentlemen  to  attend  a  meciin::  o!  the  ]!  lard  on  the  2t")!;n.  to  give  their  opin- 
ion eoneerning  the  complements  and  numbers  of  men  tu  be  allowed  lor  uianuing  each 
of  bis  Majcety'b  siiips.

Since 
tlie  dentil  of  the  Duke  of  JJnokin^liain  in  \()26,  tiie  ofli'je  of  Lord  Admiral  bad  re- 
mained in  eoninii.-.-ion,  l)ut  on  May  11,  lfi3.j,  onf>  of  the  Navy  C'^jmniis.-  ioners.  IIdIj- 
crt  ]5ertic,  Iv)vd  WiIloui;liby  de  i'resby  and  Jl.irl  ol'  Lind.-cy,  was  appointed  Admi- 
ral, Cii.stKS  iMaris,  General  and  (iovernor  of  His  Majesty's  Fleet,  tor  ti.e  ;;uard  of 
tlio  Narrow  Seas.  He  was  to  defend  the  Kinir  and  t!io  Kingdom '.s  lienor,  whieh  bad 
been  Jatcly  called  in  question  by  a  UeeL  of  French  and  Dutch  oir  I'ortland,  and  t<» 
exact  "  the  due  honiau;e  of  the  f^ea  '"  from  pas-sing  .<hips,  and  .so  re.<t  )re  to  Enirland 
licr  ancient  t^overcii.nity  of  the  Narrow  Seii^  ;  he  wa.s  id.so  to  clear  tbe  nei^irhborinij 
■waters  of  pirates  and  Turk.s  ;  to  convoy  uierehants  and  others  desiring  it ;  to  guard 
against  any  infringement  of  the  eust^im  on  the  part  of  return ini;  ve.siseltf,  ite.  About 
the  middle  of  April  the  .Merhou'iur  repaired  to  Tilbury  Hope  to  receive  the  remain- 
der of  ber  stores ;  and  on  May  10  the  Admiral  came  on  board,  the  ships  meetin:; 
twelve  day.-i  later  in  the  Duwn^.  Rainsl)oruugirs  vessel,  thou:ih  a  ijnod  sailer, 
proved  somewliai  leaky,  and  the  Aduiiral  was  desirous  at  flrst  of  changing  to  the 
Triumpli ;  however,  the  leaks  having  been  found  and  her  foremast  repaired,  he  con- 
cluded she  would  do  well  fbr  her  present  employment,  and  continued  cruii^ing  in  her 
until  be  broui,'bt  the  fleet  into  the  Downs  once  more  on  Oct.  4.  Most  of  the  ships 
were  now  ordered  ro  Cbatliara  and  Dcptford,  tiiough  a  few  continued  out  und<T  Sir 
Joiin  Penningcon.  Tiie  Carl  despatched  his  j'juvind  of  the  expedition  to  the  King, 
and  hoped  he  naight,  with  hi--  Majesty's  favor,  return  home.  The  Hollanders,  who 
in  pursuit  of  the  Dunkirk  frigates,  had  been  accustomed  to  land  on  the  English 
coast,  committing  depredations  upon  tbe  inhabitants,  bad  been  checkcl ;  one  of  their 
armed  bands  liad  been  arrested  at  "\rhiiby,  and  a  vessel  of  21  guns  had  been  taken 
and  sent  into  Hull  ;  rjoreover,  Capt.  Stradling.  in  the  Swailuw  of  30  guns,  being 
ofl'the  Lizard  aljne,  had  met  the  French  Admiral  Ma.nti  with  two  vessels,  who  after 
receiviny:  an  admotiitory  shot  apiece,  had  each  struck  their  flags  and  t-jpsaiis,  auj 
saluted  with  three  pieces  of  ordnance. 

Writs  were  now  sent  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  various  counties  of  England,  to  levy 
money  to  defray  the  charge  of  a  fleet  for  next  year  of  double  the  strength  of  that 
which  had  just  been  employed,  and  attention  wus  }iaid  to  the  improvement  of  the 
vessels  in  the  removal  of  tlie  cumbers  jme  galleries,  as  sugi,fe^red  by  Capt.  Rains- 
borough.  This  gentleman,  together  with  one  of  tlie  commissioners,  Sir  Jolm  \\  os- 
tenholm  and  others,  was  appointed  Dec.  9  to  inquire  into  the  institution,  state,  or- 
der and  government  of  the  Chest  at  Chat;ham,  as  established  in  1.56-^  by  Queen  Eliz- 
abeth, with  Adms.  Drake  and  Hawkins,  for  the  relief  of  wounded  and  decayed 
seamen,  and  to  certify  their  doings  to  the  Co.  ol  Chancery. 

Towards  the  close  of  Feb.  1035-6.  a  listut  Naval  Captains,  twenty-five  in  num- 
ber, was  handed  in  for  the  year,  with  Alirernon,  Earl  of  Northumiierland,  as  Adm., 
Sir  John  Pennington  as  V.  Adm.,  and  Sir  Henry  Mcrvyn  as  Rt-ar  .Adm.  Tlie  Eirl, 
in  the  Triumph,  had  chose  Ruinborow  as  his  Captain,  with  William  Cooke  as  Mas- 
ter, and  during  the  next  month  lie  desired  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  that  bis  Cap- 
tain's pay  might  be  made  equal  to  theirs,  and  tliat  he  miglu  have  a  Lieut.,  as  he 
had  more  business  to  do  than  any  other  captain  of  the  fleet.  April  I),  the  ships  at 
Portsmouth  were  awaiting  the  arrival  of  Capt.  R.  to  take  them  out  to  sea,  the  Ad- 
miral having  prL>mised  to  send  him  down  for  that  purpose. 

At  this  time,  and  for  a  long  series  of  years  previous,  England  was  and  bad  been  suf- 
fering from  a  grievous  scourge,  viz.  :  the  pirates  from  the  north  of  Africa.  So  bold  and 
venturesome  had  they  becorne  durin:^  the  summer  of  lO.'^O.  as  to  land  within  twelve 
miles  of  Bristol  and  successfully  carry  oif  men,  women  and  ehiMren.  Tiieir  chief 
Jiluce  of  refuge  was  tlie  port  of  Cardiff  and  its  vicinity,  whence  they  carried  on  their 
depredations  along  cither  coast  of  the  St.  George '■>  Chanacl.     No  relief,  save  aa 
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ofCiisionnl  collection  fiv  tlio  ioil(.'Tn))tion  of  captivcf,  l<;i'l  licrctofore  boon  dcvipod, 
and  imiiuTou-^  wnrt-  tlu!  [ictitiotiH  and  shitcnioiits  now  twin;^  pivi^eutcl  to  the  Ivin^ 
aliil  llio  II.  <it  l,orils.  TIm;  (.Diirt  wax  niovc!  to  procltiim  a  nuiioal  fast,  ainJ  a  wir- 
iiKiii  was  preaolini  in  Ort.)l)er  liy  tlx.'  J{.:v.  Chariot  Filz-'nrlVry,  of  St.  iJuininick,  in

Kiiylish  or  Irish  ;  arid  that  there  are  a  irreat  miinlfcr  ol  llit-ir  ships  in  the  Channell, 
upon  the  coast  of  Fiance  and  i'i.-cay.  Whcrchy  it  is  come  to  pasdo  tiiat  our  uiare- 
ii';rs  Avill  noo  Ioniser  i:;o(.'  to  sea,  nor  from  port  to  port  ;  yea,  the  li.-heunen  dareiiot 
putt  to  sea,  to  taico  fi-h  lor  the  Coniitry.  If  timely  prevention  be  not  iKjd.  liie  Ncw- 
Joiiiidiand  licet  iiiu.-t  of  nei'es^ity  [Siilfer  by  lliein  in  an  extraordinary  inj'iner."  The 
_i:reater  part  of  the  captives,  nportcd  tu  be  some  20(M)  iti  numlicr,  liad  been  taken 
witldii  the  last  two  years,  and  tiie  sea-rovers,  most  to  be  dreaded,  v.ero  the  pirates 
of  New  bailee,  who  had  revolted  Iroui  the  Kuiperor  of  iMoroeeo,  headed  by  a  rebel 
who  wart  caili  (.1  the  ^^aint.  'l"he  matter  coininn-  to  be  lu're  seriously  diseii.ssed,  thrc*; 
plans  were  sii:;:'-ested~pe.iee,  war,  or  suppression  of  trade.  Finally  it  was  proposed 
that  ('apt.  l{aiiisl))roni;h  should  be  eniidoyed  in  an  expedition  a '.iaii)>t  ."bailee,  ai;d 
lie  and  .Mr.  (lilcs  i'cun  (father  of  tlie  future  Adin.  William  iVnn)  were  calied 
upon  by  tlie  Kiuir,  Dec.  2rt,  to  give  their  ojunion  conoerninL'  the  particulars.  In  a 
letter,  some  three  weeks  carlieV.  Capt.  11.,  then  an  invalid  at  Southwold,  on  the 
iSuUolk  coast,  states  his  <;reat  williiii^ness  t  >  attend  the  lAirds  and  further  their  pro- 
ject, as  soon  ar.  he  can 'set  out  for  London.  The  plan,  which  he  sub?efj^uently 
subniitt'-d,  states  that  to  redeem  the  eajitives  would  rt-ipiirc  over  100,000/.,  tiie  pay- 
ment of  which  would  but  encourage  the  pirates  to  continue  their  present_  course. 
'Whereas  to  besiege  them  liy  sea  would  not  only  ctlccc  the  purpose,  but  give  secu- 
rity fijr  the  future,  or  a  tlect  might  be  kept  on  their  coast  for  two  or  three  years, 
until  tlieir  fchips  were  worm-eaten.  That  "'  t!ie  maintenance  of  tlie  gucgcsted  Iloet 
would  be  very  much  to  the  Kini.c"s  honor  in  all  the  maritime  poif<  in  Christendom, 
&c."  fie  recommends  himself  to  go  a.s  Admiral  in  the  l>eopard,  Capt.  Cieorge  Car- 
teret as  V.  Adm.  in  the  Antelope,  Caj)t.  J^.-ian  Harrison  in  the  Hercules.  Capt. 
George  Hatch  in  the  Ct.  Neptune,  Capt.  Th.  White  in  the  largest  pinnace,  and 
Capt'  Edmund  Scamon  in  tlic  lesser.  The  plan  was  adopted,  and.  Feb.  20,  1036-7, 
.See.  Coke  writes  from  Whitehall  to  tlie  Lonl  Dep.  Straffijrd  :  J' This  day  Capt. 
r>aiiishor  )ui:h,  an  experienced  it  worthy  seamtin,  took  his  leave  of  his  Majesty,  and 
goetli  instantly  to  sea  with  four  good  ships  and  two  pinnaces  to  the  coast  ot  Bir- 
b'.vry,  with  instructions  &  resolution  to  take  all  Turkish  frygates  he  can  meet,  k  to 
block  up  the  port  of  Sally,  *fc  to  free  the  sea  froui  the.se  roveit»,  which  he  is  confident 
to  pcrlorm.'" 

Marcii  4  tlie  little  squadron  was  in  the  Downs  and  on  the  eve  of  dcpartut^.  The 
port  of  Sallee  wa^  reached  in  good  season,  and  the  enemy's  cruisers,  about  to  start 
lor  England  and  Irekimi,  were  henuned  in  and  twenty-eight  of  their  number  de- 
stroyed. A  close  siege  was  now  maintained,  assisted  on  the  land  eide  by  the  old 
Governor  of  the  town,  and  the  place  was  delivered  up  to  the  English,  July  2bth. 

The  Emperor  now  agreed  to  join  in.a  lea;iue  with  King  Ciiarles.  promising  never 
again  to  infest  the  Enldish.  coasts,  and  forthwith  delivered  up  Some  300  captives, 
with  Whom  Capt.  Carteret  itnmediatcly  returned  homeward.  Eainsbjrough,  how- 
ever, on  Aug.  -Jl,  proceeded  h)  Saiiee  to  treat  for  ai)out  1000  English  captives  who 
h<;d  been  sold  to  Tunis  and  Algiers.  Here  he  remained  till  Sept.  19,  when  the 
Emperor's  .Arabas-'ador  came  aboard,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Robert  Blake,  a  merchant 
trading  to  Moro(!co,  for  whom  the  Emperor  hail  formed  a  triendship,  and  who  had 
obtaintd  the  po-ition  of  Farmer  of  all  his  Ports  and  Customs.  On  the  Olsl  they 
left  the  coa.-t.  and  arriving  tiltrcn  ilays  later  in  the  Downs,  landed,  Oct.  8,  at  Deid 
V  astle.  Detained  at  Gravescnd  througli  siclcncss.  it  was  not  until  the  l;)th  that  the 
x\mbassador  was  conducted  to  London  by  the  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and,  lanoing 
at  the  Tower,  was  taken  to  his  lodgin'js  '"  with  much  display  &  trumpeting."  In 
the  procession  were  the  principal  citizens  and  P.arbary  merchants  mounted,  all  rich- 
ly a[>pare!led,  and  every  man  having  ;i  ciitiin  (it  gold  about  liim,  with  tlie  Sh.eriQs 
and  Aldermen  in  their  scarlet  irowns,  and  a  larire  body  of  the  delivered  captives, 
Fome  of  whom  iiad  l.)een  over  thirty  years  in  servitude,  arrayed  in  white,  and  th.ough 
it  was  niicht.  yet  the  streets  "  were  almost  as  light  as  day,"  Sunday,  Nov.  5,  the 
Amba-sailor  wa«  received  by  the  Kins,  to  whom  he  brought,  as  a  pre-cnt  from  his 
imperial  master,  some  hunting  hawks  and  four  steeds,  ''  the  choicest  &  best  in  all 
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I>iir1);vry,  it  vnluofj  nt  a  ^rcil  rale,  for  oik;  ITorsc  was  prizfj'l  at  l'>00  pojn'l."  Tlios'', 
led  l>y  tuur  hIiK-k  Moors  in  rcJ  livi-rici,  \v<;rf;  capiirisouc'l  with  ricli  .-ii<J'Jir'>i  e!ii!<r»i<i- 
eroJ  v.itii  ;;oM,  iiiil  the  t^lirnips  of  two  oClhcin  wun;  of'iiiits.sivc  noUl,  an'l  the  I)  i'^-ch 
of  their  ljriil!e,j  of  the  «niiif  iiictal.

Even  grnmblina:  ^Ia=ter  Andrew  Burrell,  who,  in  a  pamphlet  of  1046  condemns 
the  entire  Navy,  its  otSoers,  lic,  thongh  he  had  himself  built  for  them  the  Marie 
Fuise,  '' the  mo<t  sltiii^ish  ship  "  they  had  aB'^at,  confesseth  that  Kainshoron<rh"s 
Fleet  '•  pertbnued  bettor  service  than  Enr,dand's  Navie  did  in  11  yt-:Ts  before.'' 
The  Kiui^  was  verj'  willing  and  forward  to  have  knighted  the  giiUant  Admiral,  but 
lie  declined  the  honor,  and  order  was  given  that  he  shuuld  have  a  gold  chain  and 
medal  of  the  value  of  300/. ;  a  memorial  of  loyal  service  perhaps  still  extant, 
*'  should  ii'jt  very  opposite  family  feelings  have  melted  it  down  in  the  days  of  the 
Kump,"  observes  Disraeli  in  his  Lite  oi  Charles  I.  An  augmentation  to  the  fam- 
ily arms  was  undoubtedly  conferred  at  the  time  in  the  shape  of  "  a  Saracen's  head 
couped  ppr.  in  the  fesse  fjoint." 

Meanwhile  the  raising  of  funds  and  supplies  for  tlie  equipment  of  the  fleet  f)r  the 
following  year  had  again  become  necessary,  and  Strafford,  writing  to  the  Abp.  of 
Canterbury  from  I>ublin,  27  Nov.,  says  in  connectiun.  "  thi<  action  of  Sallee,  I 
assure  you,  is  so  full  ol  honor,  that  it  will  bring  lireuC  Content  to  the  subject,  and 
should,  methinks,  help  much  towards  the  ready,  cheerful  payment  of  the  sliipping 
monies.''  Early  in  Feb.  l()37-8,  the  list  of  ships,  which  were  to  keep  tiie  seas  dur- 
ing the  following  summer,  was  published,  headed  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  Seas. 
This  vessel,  launched  at  \roolwich  the  preceding  year,  had  been  in  progress  since 
May,  1635,  and  surpa.ss'.d  in  size,  tonnage  and  toree  anythini;  heretofore  constructed 
for  the  English  Navy.  Thomas  lleywoud  publi>hed  an  aee  rant  of  it,  with  a  view 
of  this  *•  his  Majesty's  rnyal  Ship,  the  t.ireat  Glory  of  the  Enu:lish  X.uion,  and  not  to 
be  pamlleled  in  the  whole  Christian  World,"'  while  Marmaduke  Rawdon.  of  York, 
mentions  in  his  Life,*  a  visit,  in  1G3S,  to  the  Koyal  Sovereign,  Capt.  Kainst'erry, 
then  newly  finished  and  riding  at  Erith,  below  Woolwich. 

Burrell,  in  !ii>  patunhift  before  alludeil  to.  condeum.s  the  vessel  as  ''an  admira- 
ble ship  for  costly  Buildintr-i,  li  co«t  in  keejiim;  ;  and,  whicli  a  Ids  to  the  miracle, 
the  Royall  Ship  is  never  to  be  used  f>r  the  Ktiigdom's  g.iod,"  &e.  Tiic  Commis-

He  and  others,  owners  of  the  200  ton  ship  Coniidence 
of  London,  were  allowed  Feb.  10,  by  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  to  raount  her  wiib. 
20  pieces  of  ca>t-iron  ordnance,  and,  duriiiir  the  fall  of  the  year,  to.Oieiher  with  so.iio 
l.')5  other  sea-faiin:::iu-n.  Ill"  .«i'ined  lii.- consent  to  a  proposition  UK-.dc  by  the  Lord 
lli^h  Admiral  and  the  Ate.  General,  tiiat.  an  amount  be  deductrd  frori  taeir  ■syp^-C3 
for  the  Cj<tablishiiient  of  the  Poor  Seamen'e  Fund,  to  be  administered  by  the  0-Sccr3 
of  tlie  Trinity  House.  Tiie  following  year,  as  appears  by  a  paper  ammi,5_tho  Dake 
of  Northumi>evland"s  MSS.,  he  submitted  a  proposition,  in  the  ibrm  of  artic'.^=,  sug- 
gesting- that  10,000  idoees  of  ordnance,  with  carriages,  &c.,  be  kept  in  readiness  to 
arm  100  c..>!lier-ships,  which  may  fight  with  a  grea^t  army;  stating  their  superior- 
ity for  sncii  service.  Conimissioii  w7\.s  given,  Oct.  i?0.  1630,  to  Sir  Edward  Littie- 
km,  Solic.  Ueneral,  Sir  Faul  Pindar  and  Capt.  William  Rainsborouirh ,  to  inii'ii;o 
into  the  truth  of  the  bcatcments  made  in  the  petition  to  the  Privy  (A)uncil,  by  Ed- 
ward Deacon,  who  with  Ins  mjods  had  been  seized  and  detained  in  Saliee  for  debts 
there  contracted  by  Mr.  Kohert  Llake,  as  factor  for  some  London  merchants;  peti- 
tioner havinir  come  to  England,  after  leavini;;  his  son  in  Larbary  as  a  pledi^e,  in  pur- 
Puit  ot  said  Blake,  who.  at  the  time,  or  immediately  subsequent,  was  one  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  Council. 

As  William  llainsborongh,  E.sq.,  he.  with  Squire Bcnce,  merchant,  wercmembers 
from  Aldboron^i-h.  a  seaport  of  co.  Sutlolk,  in  the  Fourth  Pari,  of  Charles  L,  held 
at  Westmin^t.^  from  13  April  to  5  May,  1610  ;  a.s  also  in  the  Parliament  which 
convened  3  Nov.  following; ;  that  mostnnrableof  Euglif-h  Parliaments,  before  which, 
a  Week  later.  Thomas,  Earl  of  Strafibrd.  was  aceused  of  hi^^h  treason.  May  :27, 
1611,  he  with  others  took  the  oath  of  Protettation,  for  the  defence  of  the  religion 
fstablished,  of  the  King's  person,  and  the  liberty  of  the  subject ;  the  same  having 
been  assented  to  by  both  houses  on  the  31  and  4ch  of  the  same  month.  Aug.  '25ih 
Capt.  K.  was  at  the  head  of  the  committee  for  taking  the  whole  .-^tate  of  tho  navy 
into  consi<leration.  and  providing  ships  for  transporting  the  ordnance  and  ainiiHuii- 
tion  from  Hull  and  other  parts  of  the  north.  Five  days  later  the  merchants'  peti- 
tion fin-  erecting  a  Company  for  America  and  Africa,  kc,  was  referred  to  Sir  Joh.n 
Colpe;»er  and  Mr.  Pyium  especially,  assisted  by  twenty-three  other  members,  among 
whom  was  Capt.  Ralus'oorough.  Tiie  same  day  he  was  included  in  a  committee  to 
whom  had  been  referred  the  .\ct  for  making  Wapping  Chapel  parochial.  He  was 
also  appointed,  Sept.  0.  a  meml)er  of  the  l^eces-:  Committee,  during  the  adjourn- 
ment of  Parliament  till  Ort.  ^Oth  :  and  on  Nov.  10,  was  on  a  committee  for  naval  af- 
fairs, with  s-jme  other  members,  including  Sir  Henry  Vane.  Three  days  later  it  was 
ordered  "  that  citizens  that  serve  for  the  City  of  London  and  Capt_.  Rainsborou<!;h  do 
inform  themselves  what  -hipping  are  now  in  the  River  that  are  fit  to  tran5pi)rt  the 
Magazine  at  Hull  to  the  Tower,  and  to  give  an  account  of  it  to-morrow  morning  "  ; 
this  was  in  jvarsuance  of  a  re-olution  of  the  3d. 

And  so  ends  his  life  and  public  services,  for  no  more  is  heard  of  him  till  Feb.  11, 
ir>41-2,  when  the  Speaker  of  the  House  was  ordered  to  issue  a  warrant  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Crown  in  Chancery  for  a  new  writ  to  be  issued  f>rth  for  the  election  of  a  new 
>5urgess  to  .cerve  (ot  the  town  of  Alborough  in  CO.  Suftolk,  in  the  room  and  stead  of 
Capt.  Rainsborough  deceased,  and  .\le.'c.  iience,  Esq.,  was  accordingly  elected.  On^ 
the  17th  hi>  body  was  interred  in  St.  Catherine's  (  L'ower),  London.  At  the  time  oi 
his  decf-ase  the  Captain  was  a  widower,  his  wife  Juditli,  a  daughter  of  Renold  auM 
Joane  Hoxton.  having  been  buried  at  Wapping,  3  March,  1637-8.  The  v^■ill  of  W  il- 
liam  Rainsbor.jw  of  London  Esq.,  dated  16  July,  1638,  with  codicil  of  1  Feb.  1611, 
proved  8  April,  1612,  has  been  already  given.

Waller,  l;ich:\rd  bunbcrt  ami  Hammond,  and  ALijor  I\;iiii>boroi;!ih,  or 
any  lire  of  thsm,  to  treat  with  the  Parlianunt's  t'ommis.iionord  upon  the  papers  seiit 
from  the  Armv  to  the  PiU-iiamen;,  find  their  Votcsi." 

From  tli3  J  lurnals  of  i!ie  lluiise  of  Coramon.--,  nnder  date  of  27  Sept.  16jO,  we  read 
that  '"Mr.  Weaver  repjits  tVoiu  the  cnnnnittoe  for  .t-niJin-esising  lycentious  and  irn- 
j)ious  pnictiets,  under  pretence  of  relis^ious  liiierty,  ifce.,  the  confession  of  Lawrence 
Clackson  (or  Ciaston),  touching  the  making  and  pablishins;  of  the  impious  and 
blaspliemrjus  booke  called  the  '  Sini^le  Eye,'  and  aito  Jlajor  Raindborrow'.s  car- 
riage "  in  countenancinij  the  same.  Claxton,  departing  from  the  established 
church,  appears  to  have  joined  all  the  prominent  seciarie~s  of  the  day,  and  from  a 
tract  of  his  published  in  1609,  entitled  '•  the  Lo-t  Sheep  Found,"  we  fjather  that 
much  of  liis  trouble  and  impriaonaient  resulted  from  his  own  licentious  behavior, 
he  maintainiLg  than  "  to  the  pure  all  things  are  pure."  lie  was  sent  to  the  house 
of  correction  f  jr  one  montii  and  then  banished,  and  his  hook  was  burned  by  the 
common  han^rman.  ^h\iorjEainsborough,  residing  at  the  time  at  Fulham,  was  one 
of  his  disciples,  "  and  seems  to  have  been  an  apt  scholar  in  improving  his  relations 
■with  the  female  part  of  the  tiock."*  It  was  resolved  by  the  liouse  that  he  be  di.s- 
cliarged  and  disabled  of  and  t'rom  being  and  executing  the  ofliee  of  Justice  of  Peace 
in  CO.  Middlesex,  or  any  other  county  within  England  or  Wales. 

For  almost  nine  years  we  Itear  nothing  of  him,  but  on  Tuesday,  10  July,  IG59,  he 
presented  a  petition  to  the  House  on  behalf  of  the  Sherilfs,  Justices  of  the  Peace 
and  Gentry  of  the  co.  of  Northampton,  and  on  the  same  day  was  made  a  Commis- 
tioner  for  the  Militia  ibr  the  .same  county.  In  accordance  with  a  report  from  said 
colnmi^^ior.ers.  he  was  appointed  by  Parliament,  Aug.  9,  Colonel  of  a  Regiment  of 
Horse  in  co.  Northants.f  Alter  the  Restoration,  a  warrant  was  issued,  17  Dec. 
1560,  to  Lieut.  Ward  for  the  apprehension  of  Col.  William  Rainsborough  at  his 
[  residence,  Mite  End  Green.  Stepney  (near  Loudon) ,  or  elsewhere,  for  treasonable 

I  designs,  au.l  to  bring  him  ijelbro  .Secretary  Sir  Edward  Nichols.     He  was  accord- 

\  ingly  arrested  and  confined  in  the  Gatehouse.     On  his  examination  next  day  he  de- 

clared he  pras  a  Major  of  l>or.se,  but  dismissed  by  Cromwell  in  lf>19;  that  the  Rump 
Parliament  made  him  a  C'jlunel  of  .Militia-horoe.  lti.59,  but  nothiui:  was  done;  that 
he  had  bought  4l»  cases  of  pistols  for  militia,  and  hud  since  tried  to  dispose  of  them. 
He  gi?Ae  bond  tbr  500.'.,  Feb.  7,  1061,  with  Dr.  Ricliard  Barkei  of  the  Rarbiean  as 
I  security  for  his  good  behavior. 

I  His  wife's  naiue  was  Margery,  and,  as  we  have  .seen  before,   the  will  of  Capt. 

I  Rowland  Coytiuure  of  Wapping,  in   1G"26,  mentions  a  son-in-lavv   William  ri,ain3- 

borough,  mariner,  of  Wapping;  while  the  will  of  Stephen  Wintlirop,  1059,  leaves 
a  legacy  to  "cousin  Mary  Rainsborowe,  daughter  of  my  brother-in-law  William 
Kainsborowe,  Es|."  From  the  Winthrop  Letters  (Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  5,  viii.) 
he  appears  to  have  been  in  Boston,  N.  E.,  in  1673,  with  his  nephew  William.

Mid- 
dlesex, gentleman;   Sept.  11,  IG77  (proved  .May  4,  i6S:3"i,  ])eiug  in  good 
healtii,  hut  going  beyond  the   seas,   do   make   tiiis   luy   last  will,"&c. 
Bequeaths  to  his  wife  Christian  one  fourth  of  all  his  real  and  personal 
estate  during  her  life.     To  his  dear  friend  Mary  Alcock,  widow,  for  and 
in  consideration  of  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money  for  which  he  stands 
indebted  to  her,  one  fourth  part  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  either  in 
England  or  N.  En.'land,  during  l.er  life  ;  one  eighth  part  to  be  at  her  ab- 
solute disp'»sal.     To  son  Mytton  Rainborow  one  fourth  of  all  his  real  and 
pers  )nal  estate  when  twenty-one  years  of  age.   To  daughter  Judith  Rain- 
borow  one  iiuirth  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  until  her  brother  Myt- 
ton shall  enjoy  that  part  which  is  given  to  his  mother  and  also  the 
eighth  part  given  to  Mary   Alcock.     To   his  nephew   William   Raiusbo- 
row  five  puunds  to  buy  him  a  ring.     Appoints  his  wife's  sisrer,  Mrs.  Sa- 
rati  Mackworth  of  Shrewsbury,  and  Mrs.  .Mary  Alcock  of  Cranford,  ex- 
ecutors.— Book  Cottle,  folio  h2. 
Concerning  the  Xew  En-xlaud  estate  referred  to  by  Edward  Rainsborowe  in  his 
will  of  1677,  as  ab.jve.  we  have  evidence  on   tile  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  Salem,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  summary  :     Whereas  Judith  Winthrop  and  John  Cham- 
berlain, two  of  the  Executors  of  Stephen  Winthrop  deceased,  had  by  certain  deeds  of 
Indenture.  Bargain  k  Sale  convoyed  to  Edward  Rainsburrowe  of  London,  merchant, 
all  those  parcells  of  lands  lying  ic  being  in  X.  England  in  America,  viz  :  one  moiety  of 
Prudence  Island,  lying  in  or  near  y*^  bay  of  NaiTagansett,  in  Rhode  Island  Colony, 
and  all  that  Farm  at  Lynn  or  Salem,  containing  by  estimation  1500  acres  more  or 
less,  now.  considering  the  great  hazard  of  transmitting  ye  conveyances  beyond  sea, 
the  said  Executors  do  acknowledge  before  a  notary  public  the  sai'l  deeds  of  bargain 
and  sale,  21  April,  1671.     The  document  was  signed  in  presence  of  Nich.  llayward. 
Not.  Pub..  Symon  Amory.  Tim"  Prout.'^en',  and'hisson  W'"  Prout.   Timotiiy  Prout, 
Bhipwright  of  Boston,  ti-~tified  to  the  same  before  Dep.  Gov.  John  Leverett,  5  Mar. 
107-2-3.  and  tb.e  instrument  was  recorded  and  compared  5  July  following.     As  late 
as  21  March,   169.5-6,  the  above  was  compared  with  the  original  and  found  an  ex- 
actly true  copy  of  ye  record  in  ye  booke  of  Deeds  Lib:  8'  Page  195. 

Meanwhile  John  Chamberlain,  the  .sole  surviving  executor  of  Stephen  VVinthrop 
decea.sed,  having  be,.-n  sliown  a  copy  of  the  instrument  above  referred  to,  as  being 
on  tile  in  some  court  in  X.  flngland,  made  oath  31  May,  16S7,  that  he  had  never 
signed  nor  executed  any  such  writing  or  instrument,  nor  did  he  believe  that  Judith 
AV  inthrop,  widow  A;  executrix,  had  made  any  such  conveyance  to  the  late  Edward 
Kainsburrow.  This  testimony  of  .Mr.  Chumbtrijin  appears  to  have  been  given  at  the 
request  of  bLs  nephew  William*  Rainsburrowe,  son  of  Vice  Adiu,  Thomas^  Raine-

Nicholas  llayward,  the  Notary  Public,  men- 
tioned in  the  {list  instrument,  swure  tliafc  he  had  never  drawn  uj)  each  a  paper,  and 
the  wtioie  denial  was  witnessed  by  four  parties  on  the  ])oiat  of  dejjarture  from  Lon- 
don for  New  En-lnnd,  atid  was  also  compared  -with  the  original  about  nine  years 
later,  viz:  31  .March.  IfiO.5-6.  I.  J.  Gre'^nwood.]
